Bassett’s Knight 

Bill Bassett was some time ago 
kidded by East Bay Labor Journal 
for being slow to come out in his 
column in the Los Angeles Citizen 
for his candidate for Governor, 
Goody Knight.

sett had been nominated without 
opposition for his sixth term as 
secretary-treasurer of the Los An- 
geles Central Labor Council and

MORSE TO LABOR 

“I’m here to speak on the rea- 
sons why a Democratic Congress 
should be elected in 1954,” he told 
the two Machinists and the labor 
newspaperman, 

Then he launched into the par- 
ticular reasons, why ‘labor people 
in his opinion should do all they 
can to send Democrats to Con- 
gress this year. As for State of-} 
fices, he said:

For more than 22 years of my 
life I was a member of the AFL 
and only recently demitted honor- 
ably due to age. During most of 
my voting days I carefully exam- 
ined the candidates and issues and 
voted my convictions. About 99% 
of the time I voted for Democratic 
candidates or issues and noted that 
my own thought-out slate was al- 
most identical with the slates rec- 
ommended in your publications.
